18. Processing according to Claim 14, characterized in that the parison is cut twice 
over its entire length, along two separate lines, so as to produce two separate sheets. 

19. Processing according to Claim 15, characterized in that the parison is cut twice 
over its entire length, along two separate lines, so as to produce two separate sheets. 

20. Process according to Claim 2, characterized in that the two parts of the cut 
parison are held apart at a sufficient distance from each other so that it is possible to insert 



between them, before moulding, an object intended to be incorporated inside the hollow 



body.—
